There appears to be a vague similarity between this case and that whieh Is 
reported in MUNI-338U, DIR-38102, and VIEN-1755. However, this description of 
the Subject of CAM-31 (paragraph!) just about eliminates the possibility ef an 
identity since the Subject of the three references cited (fnu WIECKCW5KI) must 
be an older man who had apparently been occupying a position of responsibility 
before his defection from KLand. 

3. We are transmitting CAM-31 under separate cover. A check of MQB/POB 
files reveal no traces on Zdislaw (or Christaw) WISNIOWSKI.
